Soper is the NSL’s top 
goalscorer, having hit the 
target 11 times. 

Olympic’s crack mid- 
fielder, Peter Katholos, is 
expected to slot into a 
striking position to plug- 
up Soper’s position and 
partner Olympic’s target 
man, Steve Paterson. 

Whenever these two 
teams clash, they put ona 
spectacular exhibition of 
Soccer.

EDITORIAL 


EVER since migration on a large scale was 
. introduced to Australia — and that was 
many years ago — there has been bitter 
controversy over the names of Soccer clubs. 

Italian migrants started clubs here. They 
introduced names like Juventus, Azzuri or 
Marconi. The Greek clubs adopted names 
like Hellas or Hellenic. The Yugoslavians 
called their clubs Beograd, Red Star, Croatia 
and so forth. 

There was nothing wrong with all this. It 
enabled the new Australians to retain some 
link with their homelands and, in many inst- 
ances, the ethnic Soccer clubs attracted 
very good crowds to their matches. 

Unfortunately, it also erected a barrier 
between “new” and “old” Australians. 

With all the leading teams bearing foreign 
names, Soccer became known as an ethnic 


sport. It was unkindly labelled “wog ball.” It © 


was the sport for migrants — the sport from 
which local-born Aussies were largely ex- 
cluded. 

Without doubt, the locals resented this 
enormously. The game of Soccer, imported 
from Britain by their’ancestors virtually with 
the first fleet, hadibeen taken over by latter 


day “intruders” from the European conti- © 


nent. 

Administrators, revealing more vision 
than is their normal habit, decided someth- 
ing had to be done. 

when the National League was formed 
in 1977, a strict rule was laid down that 
Australian names had to be worn by the 
clubs. © 

Only one, Marconi, escaped the edict. 
‘Marconi were needed in the new PSL (later 
the NSL) so the rule was bent to allow them 
to retain their name. 

It was not similarly bent for APIA, forced to 
adopt the district name of Leichhardt 
against their wishes. 

So much for the brief history lesson. 

The ethnic names issue, however, is once 
again topical as the NSL seeks to increase 
its numbers by skimming the cream off State 
Leagues. 

Two of the candidates from New South 
Wales are Croatia and Melita. 

Croatia have made it very clear they will 
never drop their ethnic title. No doubt Melita 
feel the same. 

So what will the NSL do? Clearly it will 
bend its rules once again. Because it is 
expedient. It needs Croatia — even if the 
team is called Croatia! 

If Soccer does go ahead with its 24-team 
competition, including a team called 
Croatia, how will the other 23 clubs react ? 

Most are ethnic-based. Be sure 
Leichhardt will want to be called APIA. Com- 
petition leaders Preston wish to introduce 
their Makedonia name. And, heaven forbid, 
we may even have three or four teams 
claiming the name Hellas. 

Many Soccer followers in this country see 
no harm in a National League made up 
almost entirely of foreign-named teams. In- 
deed some would applaud such a move. 

Their constant argument, and it is, on the 
surface, valid, is that ethnic clubs attract 
good crowds while Australian clubs pull in 
poor attendances. 

Yet, when we look at the long-term future 
of the sport in this country — let us hope it 
does have a future — a large swing towards 
the ethnic communities will ultimately do far 
more harm than good. 

Such a swing would be strongly resented 
by the people who might be called fair 
dinkum Aussies. 

It would antagonise probably 70 per cent 
of Australia’s sporting public while keeping 
the other 30 per cent happy. 

That would be a heavy price to pay. 

The bail is now in the court of people like 
Sir Arthur George, Sam Papasavas, Tony 
Labbozzetta and Stefan Kamasz. 

Croatia’s dogged determination, which we 
do not criticise, to retain their ethnic name 
poses the sort of problem which can only be 
sorted out by intelligent administration of 
the highest level.

He was ordered off by 
referee, Arthur Edwards, 
during United’s loss to 
Manurewa for using foul 
language. 

Although he did not ap- 
pear before the Canter- 
bury Football Association 
Judicial committee, 
Turner sent a letter to the 
meeting in which he ad- 
mitted setting out to be 
ordered off. 


The contents of the let- 
ter, which have now been 
made public, state that 
Turner apologised to the 
committee, and asked for 
“a little sympathy” be- 
cause he wanted to return 
to Gisborne for personal 
reasons. 


Turner spoke to the re- 
feree BEFORE the match 
and told him he was going 
to be sent from the field! 

The judicial commit- 
tee’s decision was to sus- 
pend Turner for three 
playing days. This now 
clears the way for Gis- 
borne City to approach 
Christchurch Mogal Un- 
ited in a transfer deal 
which will be beneficial to 
both parties. 

Coach Kevin Fallon, 
who is in control at Gis- 
borne, would not com- 
ment on the “arrange- 


ment”. 

The way Turner has 
gone about his dismissal 
has stunned the Soccer 
public in New Zealand. 


Earlier in the season, 
Turner was suspended for 
one playing day. On the 
first occasion he was le- 
niently treated by the 
CFA. it ruled the one-day 
ban Turner automatically 
received for his dismissal 
against Papatoetoe in Ap; 
ril which lifted his penal- 
ty points to 20, was suffi- 
cient. 


Turner has been no dis- 
missed twice during his 
stormy four-month spell 
with United. He has been 
sent off five times in the 
National League in the 
last three seasons, giving 
him the worst discipli- 
nary record in the compet- 
ition’s history. 


Whilst he has severed 
his conections with Un- 
ited and is training with 
Gisborne, NZ coach Alan 
Jones has named him in 
the squad to play two war- 
m-up games against Fiji 
in early August. 

Turner had a brief spell 
in Australia with South 
Melbourne but fell out 
with the club.

THE MAJOR ingredient in our game that seems to have been 
pushed conveniently under the carpet during the past few weeks 
of politics and speculation, is the most important of all — the 


players. 


Many administrators 
have gone out of their 
way to grab the spotlight 
in the recent NSL—ASF 
discussions and of course 
have loved every minute 
of it. 

That’s the main reason 
some of them are in the 
game in the first place. 

Other administrators in 
recent weeks have tried to 
jump on the bandwagon 
by having a kick at play- 
ers, and the money they 
are paid. s 

These people should al- 
ways remember this game 
is all about players and 
without players there 
ee be no football at 
all. 

One of the most impor- 
tant factors in a profes- 
sional set-up is the handl- 
ing and welfare of 
players. 

In our set-up, this is 
mainly handled by the 
coaches - or should be. 

But before getting into 
this subject, it must be 
made clear that there is 
no place in the game for 
“player power” with play- 
ers trying to assert power 
over the head of their 
coach. 

Players’ care and wel- 
fare, must be handledin a 
professional manner, 
with respect on both sides. 


A coach can be the 
greatest tactician and 
mastermind in the world, 
but if he can’t handle 
layers he’s not worth a 

nt cent. 

Over the past few 
years, we, luckily, have 


had some real profession- 
als in charge of NSL 
teams — men who know 
what professional football 
is all about, men who 
know how to get the best 
of their players. 

These fellows know 


Dave Sexton — England’s coach. 
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last year’s 


how to develop a good un- 
derstanding with their 
playing staff and how to 
handle the problems that 
arise, in and out of foot- 
ball. 

Two real “old pros” who 
come to mind are Tomm 
Docherty and Frank 
Arok, experts who have 
been through it all and 
are top class in the player 
relationship stakes. 

Another is former 
Coventry, Queens Park 
Rangers and Manchester 
United coach Dave Sexton 
who was here as coach of 
the England team for the 
three-match series 
against the Socceroos. 

Sexton gains high re- 
spect as a coach and his 
views on how professional 
players should be handled 
are first rate. 

“The end result in foot- 
ball depends soley on the 
players and this should 
never be forgotten,” Sex- 
ton declares. 

“As coaches we must 
get the best out of the 
players and look after 
their welfare and care at 
all times. 

“A coach must be able 
to advise, lend a listening 
ear and give moral sup- 
port to his players. 

“This can be achieved 
by commonsense and the 
proper approach. 

“Sometimes it is dif- 
ficult for a coach to switch 
on and off in his relation- 
ship with his players and 
achieve a good balance be- 
tween work and play. 


“The best thing to do is 
to try and achieve a happy 
medium with shared 
respect. 

“This can only happen 
when the players trust 
and rely on their coach. 

“It does not take them 
very long to discover a 
coach who is not properly 
conversed in the running 
of a football team. 

"A good mentor should 
know the basics on how to 
handle injuries when they 
occur either at training or 
in a match. 


“For example knowing 
where the local hospital 
is, that there is a doctor in 
attendance on match 
days, who rings for the 
ambulance etc, to ensure 
that there is no last mi- 
nute panic with club offi- 
cials running around in 
circles asking what they 
should do. 

“When a player realises 
that his every need will be 
seen to, it will put him in 
a more relaxed and less 
anxious state of mind. 

“When playing away 
from home players’ diets 
must be taken care of and 
nothing must be taken for 
granted. 

“Travelling abroad can 
bring all sorts of prob- 
lems. 

“Proper rest is also es- 
sential and it must be en- 
sured that the team is not 
booked into a hotel with 
rooms over a disco, a dan- 
ce-hall or all night 
bazaar. 

“Nothing must be as- 
sumed in football and the 
player’s every need must 
be catered for if he is to 
perform to his maximum. 

“If a player says he is 
not fit, don’t play him. If 
he says he’s prepared to 
play and see how the in- 
jury stands up, every pre- 
caution should be taken 
before making a decision. 


“Players are human be- 
ings and must be treated 
as such. 

“They are also adults 
and should not be talked 
down to. 

“Jokes should not be 
made at their expense to 
amuse people — not 
everyone has the same 
sense of humour and what 
may amuse one player 
may deeply offend 
another. 

“Nothing can be worse 
than to treat players with 
dogmatism: this only 
leads to resentment and 
in the end complete 
breakdown in communi- 
cations. 

“It must also be remem- 
bered that the coach’s con- 
tribution to success is 10 
per cent and the player’s 
90 per cent.” 


Of course the coach’s 10 
per cent is very impertant 
and, at most times, the 
difference between win- 
ning and losing. 

But I think Dave Sex- 
ton has put it all into 
proper perspective and 
he’s right on “he ball. 

There’s no way our 
players should be mol- 
lycoddled or treated like 
little tin gods. 

If they expect such 
treatment, they’ve no 
right being in a profes- 
sional set-up. 

But they should be 
treated like professionals 
and given the respect they 
cerainly deserve. 

A part-time Soccer pro- 
fessional’s life in Aus- 
tralia is not all that 
glamorous nowadays and 
his lot should not be made 
more difficult by officials. 

Just remember...No 
players — no game!
